house. 
M odern Franklins are on the 
m arket 
Stoves continue in use in 
m any places, and the hot air furnace 
Is retained in m any of our sm all d w ell­ 
ings. 
H eating by hot w ater and steam has 
been carried to a high plane of ex cel­ 
lence by various Ingenious m echanical 
contrivances. 
For hot w ater the radia­ 
tor m ust necessarily be larger than for 
steam , and w ith the latter a room can 
attain a high tem perature more rapidly 
than w hen hot w ater is th e medium. 
In the steam heated room the dry at­ 
m osphere m ay be m oistened by keep­ 
ing fresh w ater in an open basin on the 
top of the radiator, and scientific house­ 
w ives say that adding a little am m onia 
to the w ater increases its efficiency. 
A w ay of com bining direct and indi­ 
rect heating is also gaining favor. 
By 
th is m ethod a radiator w ith a ventilat­ 
ing box for Its base is placed under or 
In front of a w indow , and th e fresh air 
from out of doors is w arm ed before it 
is distributed in the apartm ent. 
The 
advantage of the system con sists in the 
purity of the air. 
A m ong the im provem ents in the con­ 
struction of boilers for steam or hot 
w ater heating is the adoption of cast 
iron in place of steel or w rought iron, 
thus 
preventing 
them 
from 
rusting 
w hen not in use. For the older style of 
packing the join ts a better w ay has 
been substitu ted in introducing lathe 
turned J oints that prevent leakage. 
The radiator of ordinary shape is 
w ell know n, but the variations m ade 
upon th e general plan to suit buildings 
of irregular construction are num ber­ 
less. 
Curved 
w alls, 
rounding 
w indow s, 
crooked stairw ays, corners and angles 
of all typ es are fitted w ith radiators to 
su it their eccentricity of line. In bath­ 
room s or tiny halls w here space on the 
floor m ust be econom ized the clever de­ 
signer of radiators has m ade som e that 
can be suspended against the w all on 
brackets. 
In the dining room the radiator m ay 
be selected not only for m aking the 
room com fortable in w inter, but for 
w arm ing dishes for th e table. A radia­ 
tor for th e butler’s pantry is m ade of 
steam or hot w ater pipes, givin g a gen­ 
tle w arm th for food w aitin g to be 
served for the m eals. 
The position of the radiator is a seri­ 
ou s problem to the housebuilder, in­ 
creasing in difficulty w hen the rooms 
are contracted in size. The proper tim e 
for a consideration of this m atter is be­ 
fore the hom e is really built, w hen 
architect and heating engineer can con­ 
su lt for the best advantage of each.

PARKER CHALLENGE ACCEPTED 
In a recent campaig n speech, Leslie 
M. Shaw, secretary of the treasury 
replied to Candidate Parker’s inv ita­ 
tion in the latter’s recent speech for a 
comparison of ex penditures under re­ 
publican and democratic administra­ 
tions. The speaker said the Harrison 
administration’s cost of collecting the 
customs revenue was 3.30 per cent, 
while under Cleveland the cost was 
4.53 per cent.

The point is that throughout England 
the sense of the nobility of work for 
its own sake, if not actually lost, has 
become so confused by the intrusion 
of quite alien factors that the sphere 
of action open to a young man of what­ 
ev er rank is sensibly circumscribed. 
The country, while democratic In form, 
Is not democratic in spirit. 
It has not 
accepted and does not subscribe to 
that gospel of work w-hich lies at the 
root of American strength, American 
success, American democracy. 
Any one who has looked into English 
trade unionism must hav e realized how 
largely it is mixed up with class spirit. 
The workingman who know-g that his 
employer driv es dow-n to the office at 
half past 10, takes a couple of hours 
for lunch, is home again shortly after 
5 and thinks himself somewhat of a 
“ hustler” if he is content with three 
months’ holiday In a year is not likely 
to hav e a keen appreciation of the dig­ 
nity of labor.
